Each month Ait Parader 
sojourns back in time with a 
noted rock and roll celebrity 
to find out about his forma- 
tive years. This issue's time 
traveler is none other than 
the fastest fingers alive, 
Edward Van Halen. 


If there was ever a person born 
to be a musician, Edward Van Halen 
is it. From his earliest days in 
Holland, Ed and his brother Alex 
were surrounded by music. His 
father was a classically trained 
saxophonist who not only appeared 
with countless orchestras, but later 
made a guest appearance on Van 
Halen's second LP. The Van Halen 
home was always littered with 
instruments of all descriptions. 
Growing up in such an environment 
made Edward appreciate the 
wonders of music from a very young 
age. 

“| guess | started piano lessons 
when | was about five or six,” he 
said. “'l really liked the piano, but | 
didn’t like the teacher. | was always 
being told how to do certain things 
and how not to do others. | just 
wanted to make music; how | made 
it wasn't that important to me. 
Having to sit and practice for hours 
really turned me off the piano. | still 
love the instrument, and a lot of the 
songs I've written have been done 
on keyboards, but that kind of rigid 
training was always a turn off for 
me.” 

By the time Ed was ready to 
enter high school, his family had 
migrated from Holland to the sunny 
shores of southern California. 
There, Edward's musical training 
continued. Believe it or not, his next 
instrument was a set of drums he 
earned by taking on an early 
morning paper route. Ironically, just 
about the same time Ed was first 
hitting the drums, Alex was begin- 
ning to play around with a cheap 
acoustic guitar he had picked up. 
Then one day, as legend has it, Ed 
came home and found Alex sitting 
at the drum kit wailing away. Right 
then Ed decided drums weren't his 
instrument and he picked up Al's 
guitar instead. 

From there, Edward's dedication 
to the guitar became fanatical. He 
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often locked himself away in his 
room, listening to Cream albums 
over and over, carefully dissecting 
Eric Clapton's lead lines. Then he 
would recreate the solos, adding 
his own flourishes here and there. 
Soon Ed graduated to his first 
electric guitar, which he quickly 
customized to meet his needs, and 
he slowly began to create a style 
and sound all his own. 

“I've always had a very simple 
attitude about music,” Ed 
explained. “If it sounds good, it is 
good. | remember when | was going 
to school and this one teacher | had 
in a music appreciation class asked 
me to come up and play guitar for 
the class. When | got finished, he 
really criticized me for using bad 
technique and not following what 
he had been teaching. At that point 


| just turned to the class and said, 
‘Hey, did it sound good?’ They all 
went ‘Yeah!’ That was all | needed 
to hear, but | don’t think the teacher 
was too happy with me after that.” 

Despite his rebellious attitude, 
Edward's unique playing style 
quickly made him a name on the 
L.A. club scene. Along with Alex, he 
was in a succession of bands that 
went by names like Rat Salade and 
Mammoth, where he handled the 
lead vocals as well as guitar duties. 
Soon, however, the pair stumbled 
upon bassist Michael Anthony and 
a young, brash vocalist named 
David Lee Roth, and Van Halen was 
born. The rest, as they say, is 
history. 

“There was something about 
those early days that was very 
special,’ Ed stated. “We knew we 


were doing something different, 
something kind of unusual, and it 
was really fun to be part of. The 
club scene in L.A. was a little 
different than it is today. There 
weren't a lot of bands running 
around playing hard rock. Back 
then, the L.A. sound was thought to 
be like Jackson Browne and the 
Eagles, but | think we changed all 
that. 

“It's all been a lot of fun,” he 
added, ‘and music is just as much 
fun today as ever. That's what | like 
about music. It can grow with you 
and fit your moods. If | played the 
things I’m writing now for me when 
| was a kid, | wonder if I'd like ‘em. 
| think | would. Everything in my life 
has kind of flowed altogether that 
way — it's cool.” 0

Good n Lucky 


Seattle Rockers Score Bullseye With Refuge Denied.

Sanctuary is one of those bands who just 
seems to have luck on their side. How else would 
you explain landing a record deal with a major 
label after playing a total of only three live 
shows? How else would you figure them to 
convince Megadeth’s Dave Mustaine to produce 
their debut LP, Refuge Denied? And how else 
would they have managed to transform their 
remake of the old Jefferson Airplane hit, White 
Rabbit, into a major radio and MTV hit? There's 
no doubt that vocalist Warrel Dane, guitarists 
Lenny Rutledge and Sean Blosl, drummer Dave 
Budbill and bassist Jim Sheppard have had good 
fortune shine down on their heavy metal heads. 
But make no mistake about it, these Seattle 
natives can rock their asses off, too. 

“We've been very fortunate to get involved 
with the people we have,” Rutledge explained. 
“Having someone like Mustaine working with us 
was great, and now we re being managed by the 
same guy who handles Megadeth, so that's been 
a big help too. But we don’t want people to think 
we were handed anything because we knew the 
right people. If we weren't a real good band, 
nobody would have been that anxious to help 
us. 

Formed by Rutledge and Blosl in early 1985, 
within a year Sanctuary lineup had been set and 
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the band went into a local recording studio to cut 
some demo tapes. Not knowing exactly what to 
do with their finished product, they took 
advantage of a King Diamond/Megadeth tour 
package that was passing through town and got 
their demo to Mustaine. All they wanted was his 
opinion — what they got was a great deal more. 

“We figured we had nothing to lose by trying 
to get Dave to listen to our tape,” Rutledge 
explained. “We had never met him, and he didn't 
know who the hell we were, but because we 
knew the security people at the hall where 
Megadeth was playing, we got backstage and 
gave him the tape. We talked a while, and he 
invited us back to his hotel after the show for a 
drink. Well, one drink led to another, and before 
too long we were all pretty wasted. That's when 
we got him out to our car and had him listen to 
the tape. He really liked it, and he told his 
manager — who now is our manager too — 
about us. 

“Keith, our manager, decided to finance our 
going into the studio to do an entire album,” he 
added. ‘And Dave agreed to produce it. So we 
went into the studio with a bunch of material and 
we were ready to go. But we weren't prepared 
for how hard Dave can work. He likes to work 18 
hours a day, every day. After a few weeks in the 
studio, we were totally exhausted, but Mustaine 
just kept going — he’s amazing. But he got great

performances out of us. We're real happy about 
how the album turned out.” 

Tracks like 7erminator Force, Battle Angels 
and Veil Of Disguise, show that Sanctuary know 
how to put the pedal to the metal with the best 
of ‘em. Mixing the power of thrash with the 
accessibility of more mainstream efforts, Refuge 
Denied is a quintessential metal album for the 
late 1980s. 

“We like playing music that has a tough, dark 
quality to it,’ Rutledge said. “But | don't like it 
when people call us a black metal band. We're 
not the kind of band to have any of those satanic 
messages in our songs. We like to sing about 
things like war and death — especially the fear 
surrounding World War Ill. But | think we take a 
rather intelligent approach to it. We sing about 
the dangers of war, not just the blood and guts. 

“We're very pleased by the reaction 
Sanctuary has gotten already,” he concluded. 
“But we're still not satisfied. We think that if we 
can get on the road and let people see us live, 
that will really help our career. Obviously, there's 
been some talk that if Megadeth goes out as a 
headliner after they finish their tour with Dio, we 
may get to open for them. That would be great. 
It would be nice to have Dave around to tell us 
what we're doing wrong. But we think that once 
the fans get to see us, they'll really like what 
we're doing.’ O

David Lee Roth is a guy who not only breaks the 
rules, he sets up new ones all his own. Take, for 
example, his latest LP, Skyscraper. While a 
majority of rock performers utilize their album covers 
as a forum for either some outrageous artistic 
concept or to show off how pretty they are, 
Diamond Dave uses his to showcase his favorite 
sport-of-the-moment, rock climbing. It should come 
as no surprise to anyone that Roth's latest passion 
has more than a touch of danger in it; after all, this is 
the guy who's camped out on volcanos and spent 
time with headhunters in the Amazon. But one must 
wonder, doesn't rock and roll provide enough thrills 
for Mr. Roth? We posed that question, along with 
plenty of others, to him during our recent get- 
together. 


Hit Parader: Dave, to some 
people it might seem like you 
have some kind of death wish. 
You're always doing some- 
thing that seems dangerous 
to life and limb. 

David Lee Roth: | don't 
think | have a death wish — 


it’s more that I’m always out 
looking for the ultimate ad- 
venture. When | was a kid, | 
always went to the movies or 
watched television and saw 
these guys doing really cool 
things. But then | realized, 
“Hey, they’re not really having 
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an adventure; they're just 
playing a part.” | wanted to 
do those things for real. The 
benefit of playing rock and roll 
is that you're not dealing with 
conventional 9 to 5 hours, 
with two weeks of vacation a 
year. I’ve been lucky enough 
to have the time to go out and 
actually experience some of 
the adventures I'd always 
dreamed about. 


HP: Do you have an ad- 
venture you still dream about 
doing? 

DLR: Well, if you notice, most 
of the things | do in that re- 
gard cost almost nothing. To go 
rock climbing, all you need is a 
rope and a pair of shoes. You 
can keep the same clothes on 
for weeks if you want. Hey, 
who's gonna tell you to 
change ‘em a couple of thou- 
sand feet in the air? But 
money’s not the real question 
at the moment. It’s more that 
I'm ready to rock and roll

again; | have no interest in 
taking off on any sort of vaca- 
tion at the moment. But to 
answer your question, Steve 
Vai and | have talked about 
heading off and taking a shot 
at Mt. Everest some time in 
the future. But knowing us, 
we'll get about halfway up 
and decide that’s a real good 
place to have a party. 


HP: You don’t mean just the 
two of you, do you? Isn't it 
kind of dangerous for just two 
people to undertake some- 
thing like climbing up Everest? 
DLR: Hell, no, it wouldn't be 
just the two of us — that 
would make climbing seem 
like work. We'll probably go 
with a few other climbing 
buddies, maybe even take the 
girlfriends along — you know, 
make a real party of it. We'll 
seek Out some Tibetan wise 
man and ask him what the 
real meaning of life is. He'll 
probably tell us it’s a platinum 
album. 


HP: Dave, how about if you 
play wise man for a second. 
What is the meaning of rock 
and roll to you? 

DLR: Everyone sits around 
and says rock and roll is all 
spirit and energy, and that’s 
probably true. But to me the 
bottom line is that rock and 
roll is electric guitars playing 
real loud and an atomic 
bomb-proof rhythm section. 
It’s nothing too cerebral to 
me. 


HP: Do you feel with this 
album you've put the Van 
Halen part of your life totally 
in the past? 

DLR: Van Halen is in a totally 
different solar system to where 
| am now. | think my name 
means something to the peo- 
ple out there because of the 
videos we've created as the 
Fabulous Picasso Brothers. 
And now when people think 
of me, they also think of Steve 
Vai on guitar and the Bis- 
sonette brothers forming a 
dangerous tag-team rhythm 
section. To me, Van Halen 
was another time, another 
place — you know, time flies 
when you don’t know what 
you're doing. 


HP: But the songs you played 
with Van Halen were still a 
big part of your live set last 
time out. Can you see a day 
when you'll feature only post- 
Van Halen material in your 


Stage show? 

DLR: That's an interesting 
question. | really don’t know. 
Those songs are a part of me 
and they always will be. 
Maybe somewhere down the 
line we'll have so many great 
songs to play onstage that 
there just won't be room for 
the older things anymore, but 
right now | don’t know when 
that will be, if ever. 


HP: Skyscraper represents 


your first foray into producing. 
How did you like it? 

DLR: It was great. | was just 
in the mood to do something 
a little different this time, so 
that’s why | tried to produce. | 
mean, | worked to produce 
nine platinum albums in a row 
with Ted Templeman, so you 
can't get any better than that.

The scene backstage was one of controlled 
chaos. Everywhere one looked, technicians, 
wardrobe people and roadies scurried about 
doing their jobs in lightning bolts of movement. 
It seemed as if everyone was moving at laser 
speed except for four gentlemen who sat in their 
Spacious dressing room casually eating pieces of 
fruit, strumming their instruments and talking to 
a bevy of attractive young ladies who had 
stopped by to say hello. No doubt about it, this 
was the world of Kiss, and Gene Simmons, Paul 
Stanley, Eric Carr and Bruce Kulick were the 
unquestioned masters of their domain. 

After touring the highways and byways of the 
world for the better part of a decade and a half, 
the Kiss clan seem totally at home in the insane 
asylum of the road. To an outsider, life on the 
tour trail might seem unbelievably frenzied, but 
to these grizzled road warriors, moving from 
hotel to hotel and living out of a suitcase is 
almost as natural as breathing. 

“There's a rhythm to the road,” Stanley 
explained. ‘Once you get used to it, it becomes 
part of you. But it never gets boring. We've been 
doing this along time, and we'd still rather be on 
tour than anywhere else. Why not? We get to 
stay in the world’s best hotels, eat in the best 
restaurants and meet the most beautiful women 
around. There's nothing wrong with that!” 

Judging by the attractive young girls loitering 
in the backstage hallways, Kiss seem to have 
lost none of their appetite for either fine dining 
or fine flesh. And the frenzied response the band 
gets from their horde of supporters seems to 
prove that rock fans haven't lost their taste for 
Kiss, either. Though the group did suffer through 
some difficult days early in their latest road 
junket — with a number of Midwestern dates 
having to be cancelled due to an alarming lack of 
ticket sales — as soon as the band ventured into 
their East Coast stronghold, the Crazy Nights 
tour turned into a rowsing success. 

“We didn’t let those first dates throw us,” 
Simmons said. ‘We've been through that before. 
Sometimes it's due to bad weather, or just the 
fact that a lot of bands have been through town. 
But Kiss fans are always there for us. And we're 
always there for them.” 

The Kiss army was out in full force at most of 
the band’s dates, unfurling their ‘Kiss Rules” 
banners and proudly brandishing their band T- 
shirts, headbands and jackets. Perhaps no group 
in rock history has enjoyed a more fanatical 
following than Kiss, and that following is as loyal 
as ever — with good reason. Unquestionably, 
Kiss remain the most inventive, exciting and 
theatrical band around, a group capable of 
creating an incredible stage spectacular night in 
and night out. On their current tour, they may 
have even topped themselves. 
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“We're real happy with the way this show has 
turned out,’ Stanley stated. “We planned 
everything from top to bottom, and we knew all 
along we had something very special. We 
wanted to turn every show and every night into 
a Crazy Night — and we've done that.” 

Combining new material like Reason To Live 
and Bang Bang You with classics like Love Gun 
and Cold Gin, Kiss put on a ninety-minute show 
that left their fans hot, happy and begging for 
more. With Stanley dominating center stage 
with his patented leaps and struts and Simmons 
adding his inimitable fire-breathing stunts, Kiss 
were unquestionably in top form. But perhaps 
the true star of the show was guitarist Bruce

Kulick, whose burning leads added spark not 
only to the band’s new tunes but to their older 
Ones as well. 

“Bruce has been amazing,” Paul said. “He's 
the best guitarist we've ever had in the band. | 
know that may upset some of Ace’s longtime 
fans, but it’s the truth. | don’t think anyone who's 
heard us on this tour can deny that we're playing 
better than ever. In fact, not only do we sound 
better, this is our best stage show too. Anyone 
who hasn't come to these shows because they're 
thinking, ‘Oh, I've already seen Kiss, doesn't 
know what they're missing.

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ZODIAC MiNDWARP

Bizarre Band Blends Psychedelic Ideals With Metal Sound. 


When a band calls themselves Zodiac 
Mindwarp and the Love Reaction and plasters 
psychedelic designs on their album covers, one 
is naturally going to assume the unit is just 
another pseudo-intellectual new wave band. 
That assumption, in this case, would be wrong. 
Combining the grime ‘n leather look of 
Motorhead with the raunch rock sound of early 
Kiss and the Anglo vibrations of the Cult, Zodiac 
Mindwarp present an intriguing amalgam of hard 
rock styles. 

Seated in a conference room at PolyGram’s 
New York offices during a ten-day club mini-tour 
in the U.S. promoting their first American LP, 
Tattooed Beat Messiah, singer/bandleader 
Zodiac and drummer Slam Thunderhide explain 
the complexities of the British quintet. “I'm 
Zodiac,” the leather-clad singer says as he 
adjusts his leather flying helmet. “Me and Slam 
are in New York now, the rest of the band — 
Trash Garbage, Flash Bastard and Cobalt 
Stargazer — are back in London.’ Huh? 
Whatever happened to simple names like John 
Smith or, for that matter, Nikki Sixx? 

“He plays the sonic rumblehammer,” Zod 
continues as he points out various members on 
a black and white glossy. ‘He plays the spasm 
inducer, he plays the electric gestapo...”’ 

Say what??? Actually, this self-proclaimed 
“High Priest of Love” is quite serious. He’s not 
trying to pull a fast one on us; he’s merely 
exercising his enthusiasm for wordplay in a 
genre which usually suffers from lack of literacy. 
“The name Zodiac Mindwarp came from this 
comic-book,’ says Zody, displaying a Xerox copy 
of a soft porn adult comic book. “| saw the name 
in a collector's guidebook and | thought, ‘That's 
a good name. I'm gonna steal it.’”” 

What then, is the meaning of the Love 
Reaction? “Oh,” Zodiac says, scratching the 
flesh beneath one of his many arm tattoos, 
“that's from the Bruce Springsteen song — ‘I 
need a love reaction’... You know, from Dancing 
In The Dark.” Not that the Zod tunes in any way 
resemble the homegrown pop of the Boss. 
Rather, his songs often encompass the usual, 


“Baby, let's make it in the backseat of my car’ 
lyrics, but the presentation and attitude is what 
sets them apart from the norm. Even the band’s 
rather inauspicious beginnings are significantly 
odd. 


“| was into T. Rex as a kid,” admits Zod as he 
lapses into a thick English accent. “! had Marky 
[Bolan] singing to me on my little machine in my 
bedroom with my cricket bat.’ (American 
translation: ‘| blasted T. Rex on my stereo and 
air guitared with my bat.’’) ‘I just decided one 
day that | wanted to be in a group, so | kind of 
took on the first guys who came along. | just 
asked around who played. I'd say, ‘Do you know 
anybody who plays guitar really fast? They'd say, 
‘Yeah. There's a guy called Jeffrey. Jeffrey Bird.’ 
| said, ‘Oh, that’s a really good name. | like him.’ 
So | changed his name and | threw him around 
the garden and made him look like he'd been 
living rough for the past ten years, and the rest 
followed shortly in the same sort of way. You 
know, | just kind of picked ‘em up and checked 
“em out. | didn't audition any of ‘em. If they 
sucked, that wouldn't have made a difference 
‘cause | wouldn't have known anyway!” 

That was two years ago. In the time that 
passed, the quintet built up a following by what 
Zod describes as “me generally singing and 
shouting and running around, and Cobalt 
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Zodiac Mindwarp: “The band’s name comes from a comic boo 


Spinning in circles and dancing on his head — 
that sort of thing. Like the other night, it was a 
turkey display. That's me running around stage 
throwing my genitals towards the audience, 
saying, ‘Come on girls, come and get it!” 

The band’s vulgarity is a major part of their 
appeal; but they temper it with just the right 
touch of tongue-in-cheek sarcasm to occasion a 
giggle from fans. In their two videos, Prime 
Mover and Back Seat Education, they sleaze and 
grind their way through the tunes with a wink 
and a leer, backed up by their gripping rock 
tunes. “It's fuckin’ easy writing songs,” the gruff 
singer scoffs. “I can sort of struggle through with 
the major chords, you know? | kinda throw ‘em 
together. All you need is to drum along and riff 
out and throw in a few stupid lyrics, and bingo, 
you've got a song written.” 

This simplistic formula has worked well for 
the band. Well enough, at least, to attract major 
record company interest in this unusual quintet 
without their having to compromise their 
identities. “We're just a rock and roll band, you 
know? We like to just go out on our own and not 
join a little gang,” Zodiac growls. “We can do it 
on our own. We don't need to hide behind 
anything. Besides,’ he jokes, “if the kids buy 
our album, it'll make their dicks grow longer. No, 
seriously, why should they buy it? To make me 
rich!”

Talk about clever marketing gimmicks! How 
many rock bands do you know whose latest 
album title is printed on every dollar bill 
minted in the good ol US of A? Don't believe 
us? Well, go to mom's purse, pull out a couple 
o' greenbacks and look right on the back of 
the bill. What's it say? Nah, not the part that 
says ‘one’, stupid — we're talking about 
where it says ‘‘In God We Trust’. 

What could be a more appropriate title for 
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the latest vinyl venture from Stryper, rock's 
self-proclaimed God Squad — a band 
determined to bring their Christian ideals into 
the heavy metal mainstream? While so many 
groups seem preoccupied with satanic rites 
and a party-hearty attitude, these four rockin’ 
fundamentalists have evoked the name of 
Christ in their quest for big-time fame and 
fortune. That's not to say that guitarist/ 
vocalist Michael Sweet, guitarist Oz Fox, 
drummer Robert Sweet and bassist Tim Gaines 
aren't totally committed to their rock-and- 


religion crusade. But it doesn’t hurt that in the 
process of their missionary work, they've 
become one of the most successful metal 
bands around. 

“We're not ashamed that our albums sell a 
lot of copies and our videos get a lot of 
airplay,’ Michael Sweet said with a smile. 
“Our goal has always been to reach as many 
people as possible with our music. That's not 
just to make Stryper more successful, but to 
open people’s minds to Christian ideas. Money 
has never been our big motivation, nor has 
fame. In fact, we don't think the attitude that

ee ideas.’ 
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money is everything’ is good at all. If 
anything, it's wrong. But if you can do positive 
things with that money — give it to charities 
and use it to help your fellow man — then we 
think that’s alright. We'd like to see Stryper 
have a lot of money — which, believe me, we 
don’t at the moment. When we get that 
money, we can spread the word of Christ even 
farther than we already have.” 

“We'd love to have In God We Trust sell 
millions of copies,’ Robert Sweet added. ‘Our 
last album, To Hell With The Devil, has sold 
just about a million copies now, and we'd like 
this one to sell at least that many. But we're 
not gonna run out and buy big houses and 
fancy cars. The money we make will go back 
to helping us spread the word of Christ. We 
believe in a wise and Christian use of money, 
which means not falling in love just with 
material things. | mean, a new car is nice, but 
helping your fellow man is a whole lot better.” 

While most rockers would scoff at — if 
they even understood — Stryper's highly 
principled ideals, it's hard to argue with a 
group who believe so completely in the 
concepts they support. Once again on In God 
We Trust, Stryper present the uplifting 
message that J.C. himself is right there to 
help anyone and everyone who needs his 
assistance. But, one must ask, are the fans 
buying Stryper's albums and coming to their 
shows for this religious message or because 
the band’s high-powered show and tight-fitting 
outfits represent a state-of-the-art metal 
statement? 

“We are aware that not everyone who 
comes to our show believes in Christ,’ Robert 
explained, ‘but we hope that every night a 
few of the people who came just to hear a 
good rock band will leave with a Bible in their 
hand and the thought of Jesus Christ in their 
mind. We're like modern-day John the Baptists 
in this band; we're trying to open the eyes of 
everyone to the wonders of Christ. | don’t think 
there’s any way our message isn't heard by 
everyone who plays one of our albums or 
comes to our shows. We don’t hide what we're 
about; there are no subliminal Christian 
messages there. It’s all right out front for 
everyone to see.” 

“That's true, but bringing God into rock and 
roll is kind of tricky at times,’ Michael added. 
“We know we can't shove God down the 
throats of the people or they just won't accept 
it. That's the problem a lot of preachers have 
these days. They're trying to strong-arm 
people into accepting Christ. We don’t think 
that's necessary. We present very positive, 
uplifting messages in our songs, and if people 
want to think a song like Ca/ling On You is 
about a friend or a girl they know, that's fine. 
But the reality is that it’s about the Lord. Every 
song we write is about God.” 

Despite their near-constant “preaching” 
about the wonders of God, the Stryper boys 
are pretty sharp cookies when it comes to both 
business and music. They've managed to turn 
their band into a mini-empire, in which they 
control just about every aspect of their 
presentation, from the recording studio to the 
stage. In fact, as Michael Sweet explained, the 
band even went so far as to produce the vast 
majority of In God We Trust themselves. 

“The only reason we used any outside 


which the quartet will not only criss-cross 
North America with their elaborate stage set, 
they'll also travel to Europe and the Orient 

“We love going to places like Japan,’ 
Robert said. ‘We've been there a number of 
times before, and the reception we receive is 
unbelievable. There's a non-Christian nation 
that has really taken to Stryper, and we're very 
proud of that. We're hoping to go there this 
time and continue our missionary work. Back 
home, we're hoping to get into some bigger 
arenas with this show. We want to see Stryper 
continue to grow, because the more people 
who hear our message, the happier we'll be. 
To us, having people hear and respond to the 
message of our music is the most important 
thing in life.””O 


production help was because our record label 
thought a big-name producer might be good 
sales,’ he said. ‘But we ended up producing 
most of To Hell With The Devil ourselves, and 
we did the same thing on this one. The fact is 
that a number of the producers we spoke to 
before we went into the studio had 
reservations about working with us. | think 
some of them-felt they'd have to go to church 
every morning and read passages of the Bible 
during the recording sessions. But, of course, 
that’s ridiculous. When we're working, we're 
just trying to make the best records we can.” 
With their new album out, the band’s 

attentions have now turned to gearing up their 
road show and presenting the biggest concert 
spectacular in their history. Already, plans are 
underway for Stryper's 1988 world tour, in

| am 21 years of age and have seen metal go 
from the most popular music to being practically 
banned in my area. | live in Pampa, Texas, in the 
panhandle. The closest city to me is Amarillo, 
Texas. When | was in high school (1980-84), 
Amarillo hosted between 15 and 20 concerts a 
year. Now it hosts between 2 and 4 concerts a 
year. The bands playing are not real thrashers. 
The only bands that played in 1987 were Night 
Ranger, Huey Lewis and Stryper. The local radio 
people told me it was because Amarillo refused 
to rent the Civic Center to heavy metal bands. 
We were going to have a big jam with Pat 
Travers, Molly Hatchet and 38 Special, but it 


was cancelled two weeks before the show. 
Amarillo’s only heavy metal club was closed in 
1987. Many record shops say you have to be 18 
to purchase certain metal albums like W.A.S.P. 
or Guns N' Roses. Other stores want you to have 
a parent present. The only time you hear metal 
on the radio is late weekend nights. The stations 
say they're under religious pressures. 

People who wear long hair and live the rock 
and roll life are considered trash. They can't get 
very good jobs. Department stores often remove 
these people from their premises. Groups like 
Metallica and Megadeth, who are the most 
popular, never get airplay and are banned from

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Metal Madman Signs On Zakk Wylde And Heads Into Recording Studio.

Ozzy Osbourne is gearing up! After months of speculation concerning the Oz’ 
possible venture into the movies — and the controversy that surrounded the 
surprise firing of guitarist Jake E. Lee last year — Osbourne seems totally 
recommitted to his first love, rock and roll. With new guitarist Zakk Wylde aboard 
(yup, that’s the same guy Ait Parader called Zack Adams in previous issues), 
Ozzy, bassist Phil Soussan and drummer Randy Castillo are back in the recording 
studio laying down tracks for what the Oz promises will be his most outlandish, 
incredible album to date. So, without further delay, let's get right to our recent 
conversation with metal’s lovable loon, Ozzy Osbourne.

Hit Parader: Ozzy, it's been two years since the 
release of The Ultimate Sin. Did you plan on 
taking such a long time between album 
releases? 

Ozzy Osbourne: Yes and no. Yes, in that 1987 
was supposed to be a year off for me. | wanted 
time to spend with my family and get myself in 
the proper frame of mind to go in and make a 
fucking great record. But because of the 
situation that happened with Jake, | found 
myself very much involved with the band and 
music throughout the year. But | don’t think two 
years is that long a period between albums 
anymore. A lot of bands take that much time or 
longer these days — just look at Def Leppard. 


HP: You mentioned the situation with Jake E. 
Lee. Do you have any regrets over what happened 
between you? 

00: None! | feel sorry for Jake because he’s the 
kind of guy who just couldn't handle responsibil- 
ity. That's sad. | also feel sorry for him because 
he had some family problems. But | can't let 
anyone control my career because they can't 
show up for rehearsal on time or because they 
always seem to have something more important 
to do. | have a life outside of rock and roll too. 
I've learned to balance those things. Jake just 
couldn't. 


HP: How did you find your new guitarist, Zakk 
Wylde? 

00: Before | say how we got together, | just want 
to tell everyone how totally blown away | am by 
Zakk. He's the best guitarist I've heard since 
Randy Rhoads. People who know me are very 
aware that | wouldn't say something like that 
unless he was very special. As far as how we got 
together, | heard about him through people | 
respect, and they told me about this very young 
guy from New Jersey who played with a style all 
his own. That's exactly what | thought too when 
| first heard Zakk play. He wasn’t trying to be 
Randy or Jake or Tony lommi — he was totally 
himself. The funny part is that he grew up on my 
old Sabbath songs and the things I've done in my 
solo career. Even before he joined the band, he 
could play everything I've ever done note-for- 
note. On top of everything else, he’s a great guy 
with a wonderful personality. That alone makes 
him a big improvement over Jake. 


HP: You seem very happy over your musical 
situation at the moment. 


= 00: Actually | hate myself. | feel like a lazy, fat 


fuck who's just been sitting around doing 
nothing. Unless I'm onstage or in the studio 
creating new music, | feel like I'm wasting my 
life. | get very depressed at times when I'm not 


sa 
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being creative, and that's when the old demons 
come back and haunt me. I've tried to be good 
and stay away from drinking, but at times like 
these, it's very hard. 


HP: Well then, why don’t you get going on the 
album? 

00: We are, slowly but surely. We already have 
17 songs written for the record, which is a lot 
more than | usually have for an album. In fact, 
when we did Bark At The Moon a few years ago, 
we had to add some last-minute things just to fill 
that record out. But Zakk is an incredibly prolific 
— and an amazingly good — songwriter, and 
together we've done some very interesting work. 
Now we're about to go into the studio with Roy 
Thomas Baker as our producer. He's one of the 
most inventive and clever men who's ever 
produced an album, and I'm very anxious to work 
with him. 


HP: Why did you decide to use Baker? He's 
always been known more as a pop producer for 
people like the Cars and Queen. 

00: A few months back, when | was just starting 
to think about the record, | was talking to some 
friends about possible producers. One of them 
gave me a CD of the new Slade album, which 
their bassist Jim Lea had produced. | put that on 
in my car one day and was totally blown away by 
the drum sound on the first two tracks. | asked 
my friend, “Jim Lea produced that?” And he 
answers, ‘Nah, the first two tracks were done by 
Roy Thomas Baker.” Right then, | knew | wanted 
to work with him.

HP: You seem totally committed to rock and roll 
again. What happened to your plans of becoming 
a movie star? 

00: (Laughing) | never was a fucking actor; I'm 
just a rock and roll musician who's got a big ego. 
| thought it would be fun to try a little acting, 
because the few tastes | had gotten of it were 
very enjoyable. But | didn't realize that the 
people in the movie industry work even slower 
than the people in rock and roll. Everything takes 
forever when it comes to movies, and that's not 
for me. If movie people were producing rock 
albums, bands would be lucky to get an album 
done every five years. 


HP: As a last question, tell us the wildest thing 
that’s happened to you over the last two years. 
00: Certainly one of the wildest things was 
touring prisons in England last year. It was a 
good experience for the band, because Zakk was 
able to get a feel for live shows without having 
incredible pressure placed on him. But at one 
show, just as we began playing Goodbye To 
Romance, this guy who was in jail for cutting the 
head off of a policeman jumped onstage and 
started dancing around with his shoes on his 
head. People say I'm crazy, but I'm not crazy 
enough to tell a guy like that to get off the 
stage. 0 
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Van Halen: Things are moving along rapidly on their new LP. 


The big question Def Leppard had 
on their minds when they hit the tour 
trail last year was if drummer Rick 
Allen would hold up under the pres- 
sures of the road. Now, some five 
months later, the answer has come 
through loud and clear. “We did have 
some worries about Rick, but he’s 
been incredible,” vocalist Joe Elliott 
said. “He’s actually gotten stronger as 
the tour’s gone along. The rest of us 
are dragging, but Rick’s ready to go 
every night. He’s an absolutely amaz- 
ing human being.”

process. Three-quarters of the 
material was written during 
the spring of 1985, and the 
record was originally expected 
to be released that December. 
What followed, however, was 
a year of auditions, studio 
sessions, illnesses, recording 
delays, inner turmoil and com- 
promises for the band, and a 
sinus infection that forced 
David Coverdale into surgery 
in April of 1986 and left him to 
contend with months of phys- 
ical and emotional recovery. In 
August, 1986, sessions finally 
resumed with producer Keith 
Olsen, whom _ Coverdale 
describes as “a blessing.” 

The album used a band 
featuring guitarist John Sykes 
— who would soon be fired by 
Coverdale — forcing the 
singer to hand-pick the high- 
est caliber of musicians to fill 
out his realigned unit. Guitar- 
ists Adrian Vandenberg and 
Vivian Campbell, drummer 
Tommy Aldridge and bassist 
Rudy Sarzo formed the top- 
gun instrumental lineup that 
helped make the band such 
heavyweights on the touring 
circuit. After opening for Mot- 
ley Crue for much of last year, 
by late ‘87 Whitesnake 
embarked on their first head- 
lining dates ever in the US: 
Since then, the group has 
been unstoppable, drawing 
Capacity crowds at each gig. 
Such status on American 
shores is a first for Coverdale, 
who waited nine years for 
such recognition. “I honestly

make an instrumental state- 
ment in eight bars, then why 
the hell are you playing?!!"’ 
David challenges. ‘This album 
was made to walk right out of 
the studio and into the arenas. 
The players on it give the best 
performances they ever have. 
When | bring a musician into 
one of my projects, | look for 
someone who will benefit 
from the creative experience. | 
work with each person on a 
professional basis and if a 
friendship develops, then 
that’s a bonus. | don’t use 
Whitesnake as a vehicle for 
myself but as a vehicle for the 
songs. | see no reason to write 
a good five-minute song just 
to have it destroyed by fifteen 
minutes of someone else’s 
‘technical expertise.’ 

“| had a concept before | 
Started this group,’’ he 
explains. “I knew that direc- 
tion and straightforwardness 
were the most important 
things. It is not unusual for a 
band to start out great, and 
then the individuals each feel 
responsible for that success. It 
becomes uncomfortable, egos 
come into play, and, at that 
point, it’s ail over; it’s no 
longer a group. The relation- 
ship has run its course, and it’s 
time to either leave with pride 
or be unhappy together and 
lose one’s dignity, which is 
something | refuse to do. 

“Whitesnake has a fixed 
identity, but with enough 
scope to breathe,” he contin- 
ues. “I do not want this to be 
David Coverdale and a backup 
group. | would never stifle 
anyone’s creativity. This is like 
a team. My finest hours are 
with Whitesnake. There is 
nothing quite like giving mate- 
rial to talented musicians and 
seeing what they make of it.” 

Whitesnake’s members 
share Coverdale’s enthusiasm 
and drive. Rudy Sarzo 
observes, “David is not one to 
make a fool of himself by 
saying, ‘| arn the band.’ He 
picked us for what we’re able 
to contribute. | Know of situa- 
tions where great musicians 
join a group and get stifled by 
a main:member who is afraid 
to be upstaged. David’s not 
like that; he says, ‘Go for itl’ 
He’s great, such an inspiration 
to work with. | really respect 
him. He pushes us to be better 
than ever. We're all aware of 
the important role each musi- 
cian plays, and no one is out to 
overshadow anyone else. It’s a 
collective effort to work 


together, a relationship based 
on mutual respect and trust.” 

Vandenberg agrees, “David 
is very open to giving everyone 
the creative room they 
deserve. Had this not been the 
case, he would not have been 
able to keep the group 
together. David encourages 
everyone to bring in ideas. | 
think the next album will show 
that ensemble spirit, once we 
are working as a band on the 
arrangements.” 

“The musicianship is first 
rate,” Vivian Campbell picks 
up, “and there is no way 
anyone could accuse us of 
being a backup band. The key 
word is respect among the 
whole band. There is a strong 
personal bond stemming from 
that. Working with White- 
snake is so refreshing. David 
has confidence in the people 
around him. He lets us do 
what we want and doesn't 
fee! a need to oversee every- 
thing. He gives us the freedom 
and respect we deserve.” 

“David wanted a band,” 
Tommy Aldridge offers, “not 
just a group of people named 
after one individual. We were 
never brought in as hired 
guns. We have a good dea! of 
leverage, a piece of the opera- 
tion. David has encouraged us 
to ‘dress up’ some of the earlier 
songs. That also gives us the 
opportunity to ad lib. Every- 
one in this band is a profes- 
sional, aware of our obliga- 
tions.” 

From his current position of 
strength, with Whitesnake’s 
future healthier than ever and 
the public hungrily anticipat- 
ing the next album, Coverdale 
acknowledges his longevity 
and speaks candidly of his past 
and future. “There have been 
mariy peaks in my career,” he 
states, “but my need to rock is 
so strong that | never want to 
come down. | have a constant 
need ta express myself, 
whether by designing album 
covers, writing songs cr being 
onstage. | have found the 
finest outlet available to 
anyone, and | feel very fortu- 
nate for that. The most wond- 
erful thing in the world is to be 
a rock and roll musician, if you 
Co it rignt, keep your eyes and 
ears open, and learn from each 
day. | hope | have improved as 
a frontman, a writer of melo- 
dies and in the ability to state 
my point quickly. In the last 
four years, | have learned to 
present songs | can put my 
best into. 


“| want to make music for 
the recreation of the mind and 
body,” he continues. “If | see 
someone’s foot tap, then | 
know | have succeeded. It is 
one thing to write, but tailor- 
ing the material to oneself is 
another thing altogether. 
Nothing is as satisfying as 
taking something that exists in 
your head, introducing it to 
the musicians, watching it 
become reality, then taking it 
to the people. It is a beautiful 
process.

Former Led Zeppelin Vocalist Returns To 
Rock Roots With Now And Zen. 


To say that Robert Plant is a legend may well be one of life's great 
understatements. From his incomparable album and stage performances with 
Led Zeppelin to his more recent solo ventures, Plant has helped define the 
look and sound of every hard rock vocalist who's ever sidled up to a 
microphone. Undoubtedly, without his hip-shaking, hair-tossing stage moves 
and his patented banshee yelps, the likes of David Coverdale, Rob Halford, 
and Steven Tyler might never have even considered rock and roll as a career. 
Today, Plant remains as vital a force as ever. His new band — featuring 
guitarist Doug Boyle, bassist Phil Scragg, keyboardist Phil Johnston and 
drummer Chris Blackwell — has provided Plant with his most dynamic and 
contemporary sound since the untimely demise of Zeppelin in 1979. Recently 
we sat down with the charismatic blond rocker to discuss his life: past, 
present and future, as well as his latest LP, Wow And Zen. 


Hit Parader: What made you decide to 
radically alter your sound on the new LP? 


Robert Plant: After Zeppelin ended, | made a 
decision to change my musical style. | didn't 
want to sound like | did in the ‘70s. | felt it 
was a new decade beginning, and | should 
grow with it. That was the way | felt a number 
of years ago; today my feelings have changed 
once again. It would have been easy to stay 
on the golden platform that Zeppelin provided, 
but | decided to avoid being the King Of Cock 
Rock and expand my sound. | see where 
people like David Coverdale — who's been a 
friend of mine for years — has gladly filled 
the void | may have left behind. But | guess he 
has to make a living too. (laughs) 


HP: But your new album has many of the 
same hard rock qualities that made Led 
Zeppelin so special. 

RP: In some ways it does. | remember sitting 
with a friend in New York after | had played 
the Meadowlands on my last tour, and he said 
to me, ‘Why not make it easy on yourself?” 
Then he looked out at all the traffic buzzing by 
and added, “You're the only person going the 
other way, against all that traffic.” We 
laughed at the time, but | understood what he 
meant. | was fighting my past just to be 
different. | still like creating something new, 
but | haven't totally forgotten the past. Let's 
just say I'm very comfortable with the music 
on this album. 


HP: What's it like working with young 


musicians who grew up listening to the music 
you made with Zeppelin? 

RP: It was very exciting. They're very anxious 
to play, but so am |. We recorded 15 songs for 
this album, of which we only used nine. But it 
was their enthusiasm that made it fun. 


HP: An old friend of yours, Jimmy Page, also 
pops up on a couple of cuts. 

RP: | must say it was very nice to have him in 
the studio. | get along better with Page now 
than | did three or four years ago. | also 
appear on a track on his upcoming LP. But he 
tends to have less of a sense of humor about 
the old days than | do. When | told him about 
the snippets of Zeppelin songs | wanted at the 
end of 7a// Coo/ One, he \ooked at me very 
strangely. 


HP: How much truth was there in all that 
Zeppelin re-formation talk that was going 
around last year? 

RP: The fact is that when things get slow, 
magazines go back to rumors about what 
might happen. It's nice to know that in the 
case of Zeppelin, people still care so much. As 
far as a Zeppelin reunion, | sincerely doubt 
that it will ever happen. At this point in my 
life, | wouldn't mind doing it, but | like my 
independence as well. A number of years have 
passed now, and the feelings | had towards 
the band and the material has changed. It's 
not quite as hallowed as it once was. 


HP: Does that mean you'll be playing Zeppelin 
tunes on your upcoming tour? 


RP: | think we'll be doing material from 
throughout my career. As | said, while | still 
have great respect for all the Zeppelin 
material, it no longer is in that “untouchable” 
category anymore. Anyway, if we play some of 
those tunes, it might put three or four more 
people in the arena. 


HP: How do you view all the bands who have 
obviously “borrowed” liberally from Zeppelin 
to achieve their success? 

RP: About the only band that really opened my 
eyes in surprise was the Beastie Boys. They 
used part of When The Levee Breaks on one of 
their songs. My attitude after hearing that 
was, “If those schmucks can do it, why can't 
1?” And with a band like Whitesnake, I'm 
happy for David's success. | just think that 
after all the time he’s known me, he might 
have a little difficulty looking me straight in 
the eye. But he is a true gentleman. | guess 
there have always been performers who stick 
their cocks out at the crowd when they sing, 
and there always will be. 


HP: When do you plan on going back on the 
road? 

RP: We'll be going out very soon, and this 
time | want to stay out there for as long as 
possible. | haven't done that since 1975. Most 
of my recent tours have been fairly short for 
one reason or another, but this time | want to 
tour until | turn to my manager and beg, 
“Please, | can't do anymore.” | want to be out 
on the road until | drop. 


HP: Is there one song from the past that you'd 
especially like to perform? And on the other 
hand, is there one you'd especially like to 
avoid? 

RP: As far as Zeppelin material goes, | always 
liked doing 7he Wanton Song. That was 
something that came right from the groin, and 
| enjoyed playing it each night. Surprisingly, 
one | would not look forward to doing would 
be Stairway To Heaven. | remember the night 
Page and | brought it to life, and we knew we 
had written something really special. But 
singing it every night as | did for years made it 
become almost insignificant. We used to 
rehearse it as a reggae song, and | wanted to 
try it onstage that way, but Page never wanted 
to. 


HP: You seem to be a very content and happy 
man at this stage in your career. 

RP: | am, and why not? I'm making the music | 
want with talented young musicians, and | 
have the opportunity to get back on the road 
and play live again. | hope that will always be 
enough to make me happy. 0) 
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Jon And The Boys Gear Up For All-lmportant Follow-Up To 


Slippery When Wet. 


The old saying goes, “There’s no rest for the wicked.” Just 
ask Jon Bon Jovi about that. In the last few months he’s 
finally gotten off the road for some free time back home in 
New Jersey, but to say he’s been getting any rest would be 
pushing the point to an extreme. Let’s face it, when you're 
hot you’re hot, and right now, nobody's more in demand 
than the guy with the shaggy hair. Even when he’s not 
working on new material for his next album — which should 
be out by August — he’s busy helping friends like Ted 
Nugent, Loverboy, Cher and Belinda Carlisle with songs for 
their albums. But Jon really doesn’t mind. Hell, what would 
he do with free time anyway? 

“It would be nice to have a little more time to just hang 
out,” he said. “When I’m at home, | really just want to do 
nothing. | mean, if you consider watching television and 
maybe cutting the grass working, then that’s what I'm into. 
Mostly, what I’m into is just eating and sleeping, but | still 
keep my hands involved in music. That’s why Richie [Sambora] 
and | have been working with all those other people. We 
enjoy it. If we've got a song we think would work for them, 
it’s theirs. It’s been a real creative period for us, but we're still 
saving the best songs for ourselves.” 

Hmmmm, how does this guy keep cranking out the hits? 
Especially considering that only two years ago, Jon 
complained that writing songs was like “drawing blood out 
of my system.” But selling over eight million copies of 
Slippery When Wet can change a person. Rather than 
letting the pressures of trying to follow up such a successful 
album build to an intolerable level, Jon and the boys have 
decided just to keep cranking out the material until they hit 
upon the “perfect” tunes for their next vinyl opus. 

“It’s great that there are people in this band who are very 
talented — and I’m not talking about me,” Jon said with a 
laugh. “Richie and | really work well together as songwriters; 
it’s like we can read each other's minds at times. Dave [Bryan] 
is the same way; he comes up with great ideas. That's one of 
the best parts of traveling as a band all over the world — 
you really get to be like brothers, and when it comes to 
songwriting, that closeness really shows. 

“We have some real interesting things ready to go for the 
next album,” he added. “We had the chance to test a few of 
them at soundchecks during the end of the last tour, and the 
people who heard them — mostly just the crew — really got 
excited about ‘em. That made us real happy. You can sense 
that a song is pretty good when you’re writing it, but until 
you play it for people and get their feedback, you just never 
know for sure.” 

An obvious question for Jon this time around is what will 
inspire him to keep working as hard as he has? After all, 
reports say that he’s grossed an estimated $30 million during 
the last year, a noble amount for one who admits his tastes 
still run towards, “ripped jeans, greasy burgers and Slurpies 
— typical New Jersey stuff.” Will the new, wealthy Bon Jovi 
retain his down ‘n dirty rock roots when the good life 
beckons?

“Hell yes,” was his quick reply. “I play rock and roll 
because I’m a musician and | love it. | never did it for money, 
though I’ve got to admit it’s nice to finally have something in 
the bank. | don’t know what I'd do if | didn’t have a band 
and a chance to get on the road. That's what | live for. The 
only benefits | can see from the money is that now | can buy 
a decent place to live. They kicked me out of my last place, 
believe it or not. The other benefit is being able to afford the 
plane that we use to travel between shows. | don’t think | 
could handle traveling by bus anymore. That really takes a lot 
out of you. There’s no way we could have ‘stayed out as long 
as we did last time if we didn’t have the plane. So | guess 
there are some good points in having money. But having 
some cash will never change the way | approach music. We 
made the album we wanted once, now the trick is to do it 
again.” 

In order to “do it again” Jon and the boys will have to 
come up with a new string of hard-hitting, instantly- 
hummable melodies like the ones that covered the Slippery 
When Wet landscape. You can bet this band isn’t gonna 
turn up their noses at the kind of music they’ve been making 
and seek to show their artistic “maturity”. These guys know 
they have a patent on what the rock-starved masses want to 
hear — and they're only too glad to provide it. 

“| don't think there will be that many changes on the next 
album,” Jon said. “I’m real happy with the music we've made 
so far and | don’t see any reason to change it. Why is it that 
as soon as you do something people like, everyone expects 
you to change it? That doesn’t make sense. | think we'll play 
our kind of music until people get really sick of it — and we 
hope that won't be for a real long time. 

“Our goal is just to make people happy,” he added. “That's 
why I’m willing to do things like go into the crowd during 
the show. When | went to a show, | always wanted the guys 
that | paid to see do that — so you could actually touch 
them and find out if they were real. | get bumps and bruises 
when | do it, but it’s worth it just to sense the excitement of 
the people around you. You can never get tired of that kind 
of emotion. Your throat can feel like it’s on fire and you can 
be dead-tired, but once you sense that energy from the 
crowd, you forget about everything else. That’s what makes 
all the hard work and travel worthwhile.” 

For all his success, there are still worlds out there for Jon 
to conquer. Whether it’s fulfilling his lifelong dream of being 
able to wail on the harmonica or just writing the ultimate 
rock song, he knows that at the ripe old age of 25, there are 
plenty of accolades and accomplishments still waiting for him. 
That alone is enough to keep any good-looking, young, 
extremely wealthy guy's head screwed on straight. 

“| don’t think you'll ever see us get swelled heads,” he 
said. “We're still the same guys from Jersey we were a few 
years ago. Yeah, we've got our own jet, but that’s about it. 
You don’t see me wearing fancy jewelry, and | still feel really 
strange in the back seat of a limo. I’m a rock and roll 
musician, and that’s all | want to be.” 0

Vocalist Brian Johnson. 


Brian Johnson is often the forgotten weapon in the AC/DC arsenal. While 
most fans naturally think of guitarist Angus Young whenever these Australian 
legends are mentioned, Johnson's gruff vocal timbre has added immeasurably to 
the band’s appeal since he joined the group in 1980, after the tragic death of Bon 
Scott. With his ripped jeans, sweat-drenched T-shirt and trademark worker's 
cap, Johnson has come to epitomize the band’s earthy, blue-collar appeal. You'll 
never catch this guy trying on a pair of spandex pants or bleaching his hair blond; 
for Brian rock and roll is a dirty business. Recently we hooked up with the 
Newcastle, England native, who recently moved to the sunny climes of Florida. 


Hit Parader: Brian, why did you choose to live in 
Florida — that's a long way from England. 

Brian Johnson: It certainly is, but after a while 
you get tired of cold, grey winters followed by 
cold, grey springs followed by cold, grey 
summers. | love the sun, and | like it warm, so 
Florida was the perfect place for me to move. | 
always liked it here when we were on tour, and 
| like it even more now that I'm a resident. 


HP: It’s amazing how spread out AC/DC is. You 
live in Florida, bassist Cliff Williams lives in 
Hawaii, and Angus and Malcolm Young split 
their time between Australia and England. 

BJ: Actually, Cliff's thinking of moving to Florida 
too. It's a lot easier getting to Europe from 
Florida than it is from Hawaii. But being so 
spread out isn't that big a deal — that's why 
people invented the telephone. 


HP: We hear you decided to record your new 
album, Blow Up Your Video; in France. 

BJ: Yeah, we used this great studio that was in 
the middle of nowhere. | must admit that | wasn't 
too thrilled about the place at first, because we 
were there in the middle of summer and there 
wasn't an air conditioner in sight. But you can 
get used to anything, and since the music was 
going so well, we didn’t even mind the heat. 


HP: The album has a very bluesy feel to it. Was 
the band trying to recapture their old sound? 
BJ: In a way that might be true. We worked with 
Harry Vanda and George Young as producers 
again, and they were responsible for all the 
band’s early albums. AC/DC hadn't worked with 
them for a long time up unti! we did Who Made 
Who last year. That album worked out so well 
that we knew we had to all get back together this 
time. George, who's the brother of Angus and 
Malcolm, is such an easygoing person. He makes 
recording an album a pure pleasure. 
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HP: You seem to enjoy recording, and we know 
you love the road. Is there any part of your job 
you don't like? 

BJ: Well, I'm not too crazy about getting 


all, 


prepared to make an album. The weeks before 
going into the studio can be rather nerve- 
wracking. You wonder if the lyrics you're writing 
are good, and you worry if your voice will hold up. 
There's a lot to think about, and untill you 
actually get into the studio and get to work, 
there's just too much time to be worried. It's a 
very hard time to live through, but you learn to 
make the best of it. 


HP: AC/DC's image has always been something 
of a non-image. Except for Angus’ schoolboy 
suit, all of you tend to dress in jeans and T-shirts. 
Has the advent of video made you want to 
update your look a bit? 

BJ: (laughing) What would you like me to do, 
come out in a sequined cape like Elvis Presley? 
We've never believed in looking or acting like 
rock stars. Our image is just us, and that's served 
us very well over the years. As far as videos go, 
we've been lucky to work with some very 
talented people who understand what AC/DC is 
about. If you're not careful, a video can ruin your 
career. We don't want to be actors or look like 
Motley Crue; all we want is for people to see and 
hear AC/DC just the way we are. 


HP: Yet, despite your very straightforward 
image, some people have continually misinter- 
preted the meaning of many of your songs. How 
do you answer people like the PMRC who call 
AC/DC's songs ‘demonic’? 

BJ: | think my mom will come over and rip Tipper 
Gore's tits off. Actually, the band members don't 
take any notice of all that commotion. We think 


Angus Young: Still the driving force behind the AC/DC metal express. 
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it's so ridiculous. A number of moms and dads 
were very upset about having their kids called 
“devil worshippers’, but we knew everything 
would eventually turn full circle, and thanks to 
Jim and Tammy Bakker, it has. Who's the real 
sinner now? 


HP: How many of the new songs do you think 
you'll be playing live on your new U.S. tour? 

BJ: That's always a very hotly debated question 
among the band members. We'd love to play a 
whole bunch of them, but we know a lot of fans 
have come to hear the old favorites, and we 
certainly don't want to disappoint them. The only

solution is to play for about three hours every 
night, and poor Angus would probably be dead 
inside a week if we did that. Last tour we were 
playing six nights a week, and that might have 
been too much. This time we may cut it back to 
five shows a week — we plan on being out there 
a long, long time. But to answer your question, 
I'd like to see us play Heat Seeker, which is our 
first single, and maybe Mean Streak and This 
Means War. | love ‘em all, and I'm sure if you 
asked the rest of the band, they might choose 
other tracks to play live.

Hit Parader: Deep in your heart is 
there any fear that Poison may 
have shot their load on the first 
album? 

Bret Michaels: We're nervous 
about this album, but that’s just the 
way we are. We're a bunch of 
worriers. It's certainly not because 
we don’t think we have a good 
record. In fact, we know we have a 
great record. It's gonna blow 
people's minds. Our first album was 
like losing your virginity — it's 
something you'll always remember, 
but it might not be you at your best. 
This time, we're the experienced 
guys who want to make the fun last 
all night. If people think Look What 
The Cat Dragged In was a party, 
they'll just go crazy when they hear 
what we've cooked up now. 


HP: What about overexposure? It 
seems that wherever anyone 
looked during the last 18 months, 
they'd see either your picture or 
one of the band’s videos. 

BM: | don’t think any of us fear 
being overexposed in terms of our 
music or our faces. Speaking for 
myself, | know that all my life I've 
wanted to be in the limelight; | used 
to dream about it when | was a kid. 
So | feel very comfortable with it 
now. | like seeing my picture on the 
cover of Hit Parader — | really get 
off on it. As far as the band goes, 
we haven't really shown everything 
we're capable of doing yet. That's 
why overexposure isn't a problem. 
We're the kind of band that will 
change everything around on you 
just when you think you've got us 
pinned down. 


HP: What makes you so convinced 
that this is a better album than 
Look What The Cat Dragged In? 

BM: By now, | think just about 
everyone knows that we recorded 
the last one for a ridiculously low 
sum of money. We did the whole 
thing for $23,000. This time we 
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had a lot more money and a lot 
better idea of what the fans wanted 
to hear from us. On top of that, we 
worked with Tom Werman as our 
producer, and having Tom — who's 
recorded with Motley Crue a lot — 
work with us made a world of 
difference. Having a real profes- 
sional at the controls was really 
good for us. Tom really brought out 
the best in Poison, and he’s helped 
me develop a very distinctive vocal 
style, which is exactly what | 
wanted to do. 


HP: What motivates Poison to 
write a particular song? 

BM: Usually, our songs tell about 
things that actually happened to us. 
There are a couple on the new 
album that really touch on things 
close to my heart. The song Fa/len 
Angel is about a girl | knew when | 
was still living in Pennsylvania. She 
came out to Los Angeles a while 
ago, and she had a real tough time. 
In fact, she ended up being a 
prostitute. It was a real sad story. 
Can't Cheat The Hangman is about 
me getting arrested down in 
Georgia last year. | got in trouble 
because | was supposedly doing 
some things with a girl who was 
underage. Believe me, she certainly 
didn't look underage! But the 
people down there took everything 
very seriously. | thought they were 
really going to string me up! 


HP: That brings us to Poison’s 
supposedly wild behavior on the 
road. You guys even make Motley 
Crue look like choir boys, don't you? 
BM: We're not trying to be wilder 
than anyone. We're just out to have 
a good time, and we do. We get a 
lot of women coming to our shows, 
and we love that. | hate it when 
people call those girls “groupies.” 
They're very important to us, and 
we really rely on them. Without 
them there, the road would be a 
very lonely place. 


HP: But Bret, what about AIDS? 
Aren't you guys concerned about 
what's going on? Is a pretty girl 
worth possibly dying over? 

BM: Of course not. There is a real 
danger out there, especially in this 
business, because we tend to meet 
girls who are into having fun and 
are a little promiscuous. We 
believe in having safe sex. But if 
you're in the back of the bus with a 
beautiful girl, what are you gonna 
do? Usually your basic instincts 
tend to cloud your clear thinking. 


HP: Aside from your getting more 
women, what has success meant to 
you? Have you been able to live out 
all your fantasies? 

BM: Well, maybe not all of ‘em, but 


I'm trying. (laughs) The fact is that 
when we started this band, | made 
a list of things I'd do if we were ever 
lucky enough to become success- 
ful. See, when | was growing up in 
Pennsylvania, | never had a car. The 
best | could do was buy a motorcy- 
cle for $175. So, once we began to 
see some money from the last 
album and tour, | went out and 
bought myself a black Corvette and 
a huge Harley-Davidson bike. | love 
‘em both. But something | really 
want to stress is that those things 
are really superficial. Nobody in 
this band has let success go to his 
head. People may assume we've 
changed, but | don't think any of us 
have at all. | just like to show off a 
little bit because people always 
told me I'd never make it. They said 
that I'd never be successful. 


HP: Have you thought about going 
on tour? What are the band’s road 
plans for the next year? 

BM: We'll probably go out as an 
opening act again, sometime in late 
spring. We'll do that for a few 
months and hope that the album 
really takes off. If it looks good, 
we'll try to do our own headlining 
tour. But either way, we have some 


things planned for the stage that 
will be totally insane. I've been 
watching movies like That's Danc- 
ing over and over again. | really 
want to improve our stage choreog- 
raphy. The whole show — the lights, 
the effects, the sound — will just 
be totally incredible. 


HP: Tell us some of the wild things 
that happened to Poison while you 
were on the road last time. 

BM: You must mean besides 
getting arrested. (laughs) | recall 
one night in Tallahassee, Florida, 
when there was a party thrown for 
us and Ratt — who were the tour 
headliners — at a club in town. The 
club manager called us aside, and 
asked us to meet some people he knew 
who wanted our autographs. As it 
happened, in order to do that, we 
had to leave the rock and roll part of 
the club and go through the disco 
part, and as we were walking 
through, this guy jumped on Rikki's 
back and started to punch him. 
Well, | grabbed the guy and 
punched him right in the mouth. | 
wear a lot of rings and other jewelry 
on my hands so when | hit him, it 
really did some damage. He had to 
have 17 stitches in his mouth. The 


whole place turned into a real 
barroom brawl after that. It was 
crazy — but it proved that people 
shouldn't judge us by the way we 
look. 


HP: Any other good road stories? 

BM: Probably the wildest night | 
had on tour last time was the first 
night | spent drinking with Robbin, 
Stephen and Bobby from Ratt. They 
invited me onto their tour bus after 
we had played in Hannibal, Mis- 
souri, and we just started drinking. 
We were listening to AC/DC over 
and over again, and really partying 
pretty hard. The next thing | know, 
Robbin just passes out on a couch. 
Then a few minutes later, Stephen 
just rolls right over onto the floor. 
So Bobby and | go to the back of the 
bus for a nightcap. But after that | 
passed out, and the next thing | 
know we're at the hotel and the bus 
driver is telling me I've got to get 
off. Well, | stumbled off the bus, 
made it into the hotel lobby, then 
passed out in the hallway. That's 
where | slept all night. But that's 
cool. We figure all the partying we 
did last time was just a warm-up for 
what's ahead of us now.0

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Hysteria’ Tour Rolls On As Rock Brigade Adjust To Life In A Suitcase. 


Most rock and roll fans picture their 
heroes as living the life of kings — being 
waited on hand and foot to make sure 
they have the best food, the best 
accommodations and the best women 
possible. While that image is quite 
accurate, there’s also a harder, far less 
glamorous side to the rock biz — 
constant travel in crowded, noisy buses, 
sleeping in strange beds in even 
stranger cities night in and night out, 
and dealing with a constant stream of 
press people, all of whom want the 
“real” inside story. Some bands never 
learn to handle the rigors of the road. 
Others, like Def Leppard, learn to roll 
with the punches and neatly step over 
any difficult hurdles placed in their path. 
How else could vocalist Joe Elliott, 
guitarists Steve Clark and Phil Collen, 
drummer Rick Allen and bassist Rick 
Savage survive the 18 months they 
expect to be out on the tour trail 
supporting their latest album, 
Hysteria? 

“You have to deal with the good as 
well as the bad,” Elliott said as he 
sipped mineral water shortly before one 
of the 200 shows the Leps will play 
during 1988. “Thankfully, a band like 
ours can handle most of the problems 
because we have great people working 
with us. They can’t help it if my voice 
gets a little dry, or if we get a little tired, 
but they do a great job taking care of 
everything else. But we don’t worty 
about the little difficulties of going on 
tour. We've had a great time out there, 
and we have no complaints.” 

“Actually, | think things are easier for 
us this time than ever before,” Savage 
added. “We've done a couple of these 
lengthy road things before, so we have 
some idea of what to expect out there, 
and this time we've gone out as 
headliners from day one. That makes 
everything a lot easier. People forget 
that when we began the Pyromania 
tour four years ago, we were still an 
opening act. This is the first tour on 
which we've started out as headliners 
— it really makes a difference on how 
you approach things. We know we'll be 
able to do a soundcheck if we want, 
and we can play as long as we want 
and change the set around a little if we 
choose.” 
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No matter what the boys say, life on 
the road is never easy. But it can be a lot 
of fun, especially when your album has 
moved over three million copies and 
your tour has sold over 85% of available 
tickets. Though success is certainly 
nothing new to the Leppard lads — 
remember that their previous album, 
Pyromania, sold over five million units 
— after their lengthy absence from the 
scene, such a triumphant return has 
come as a welcome relief.

“| don’t think we ever really worried 
that people would forget us,” Elliott 
said. “But when you're sitting in the 
studio for month after month and see 
people like Bon Jovi and Motley Crue go 
to the top and sell millions of records, 
the thought naturally passes through 
your mind that you've been replaced in 
the fan’s hearts. It’s inevitable that you'll 
end up losing some ground to the 
newer faces, but | believe once you've 
made a name for yourself, the fans 
remain loyal. | think our success has 
proven that. 

“I'm not saying that they’d be loyal if 
we released a bad album,” he added. 
“But | always believed that if we came 
back with a real fuck of an album — 
which we did — they’d be there waiting 
for us when we got back on the road. | 
don't think | was over-confident 
because | felt that way. Fans, especially 
in America, seem like they really are 
anxious for you to do well. That’s very 
encouraging for a band like ours.” 

Despite their fans’ loyal support, some 
of the band’s staunchest supporters 
have called Hysteria a disappointment. 
They certainly don't say it is a “bad” 
album, for tracks like Run Riot, Animal, 
and Women rank among the band’s all- 
time best compositions. But after three 
years of waiting, countless press stories 
“hyping” the album to the outer limits 
and the belief that Def Leppard may 


well be the most talented rock band on 
God's green earth, many fans find 
themselves listening to Hysteria and 
asking “Is that all there is?” Elliott, for 
one, can understand that reaction. 

“None of us has ever come out and 
said that Hysteria is a better album 
than Pyromania,” he said. “In my 
heart, | still don’t Know if it’s even as 
good. | think we've made a major leap 
forward on this record, but I can 
understand those people who wanted 
us to make another record exactly like 
Pyromania. We could have done that 
two years ago, but we really wanted to 
come out with something that was 
really different — an album that could 
set the standards for the next five years. 
We wanted Hysteria to have the same 
kind of impact that Pyromania had, 
both in a commercial and an artistic 
way.” 

“We never worried about Hysteria,” 
Collen added. “We knew we had 
created the album we wanted, and if 
the fans accepted it, great. If they didn't 
that was too bad. It’s the same attitude 
we had about getting back onstage. We 
really weren't worried about forgetting 
how to play or how to move up there, 
but we knew there'd be a little bit of 
rust to wear off. W/e knew we were 
going to give the fans a great show; 
either they'd be there, or they 
wouldn't.” 

Not only has the band provided fans 
with a great show, they've also 
presented one of the most unique 
concert attractions in recent memory. 
With their special “in-the-round” stage 
set (designed, by the way, by band 
manager Peter Mensch), the band 
solved the age-old problem of providing 
everyone with a good seat. 

“Most of the big American arenas are 
designed for people to look towards the 
center of the hall,” Savage said. “We just 
took advantage of that. Also, we 
realized that with this stage setup, 
there’d be four front rows and nobody 
at the back of the house. Everyone has a 
perfect sight-line. I've got to admit that 
when Peter first brought us the idea, | 
wasn't fond of it, but now | see the 
advantages. | can see this stage as just 
another way for Def Leppard to set new 
standards for other bands to follow.”0

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Former Kiss Guitarist Shows He Has What It Takes On His Own. 


If you wanna be buds with Vinnie Vincent, you'd better not mention the word “pink” very often. In case you didn't 
know, Vinnie‘s infamous pink guitar is no more — squashed intentionally under the wheels of his band’s tour bus last 
year. The pink in Vinnie’s hair is gone too, discarded in a drastic remodeling of his old “glam” image. In addition, Vinnie’s 
pink lipstick is also now in the trash, part of his effort to appeal to the macho rockers out there. These changes seem 
to have worked, for A// Systems Go, the second album by the Vinnie Vincent Invasion (which in addition to Vinnie 
includes vocalist Marc Slaughter, drummer Bobby Rock and bassist Dana Strum) has rocketed up the sales charts since 
its release last March. Featuring a variety of rowsing blues/metal rockers, the album seems destined to give Vincent 
the notoriety he’s been seeking since parting ways with Kiss in 1985. Recently we hooked up with Vinnie to discuss the 
changes in his life, as well as the looming spectre of success. 


Hit Parader: Vinnie, are you surprised by how 
well the album's been received by fans? 
Vinnie Vincent: | know it sounds very pompous if 
| say I'm not surprised, but the truth is I'm not. | 
am very thankful to all the fans who've accepted 
us and our new album, but | think it's a very good 
record. It has a strong melding of blues and 
metal, which is a sound that has always been 
popular in rock and roll. | grew up listening to Led 
Zeppelin, and | still think they were the greatest 
band of all time because of the incredible 
diversity their music had. What we've tried to do 
is capture at least some of that same magic. | 
hope we've succeeded. 


HP: You mention Led Zeppelin being an 
influence on you, but don’t you think that 
influence is a little too obvious on a song like 
Ashes To Ashes? 

VV: (laughing) If you're comparing anything we 
do to Led Zeppelin, I'm gonna take it as a 
compliment. It happens that Marc Slaughter has 
an amazingly flexible voice — just like Robert 
Plant had in Zeppelin. Then we have that same 
blues/rock roots, but as far as the songs 
themselves go, | think we put our own stamp on 
them loudly and proudly. 


HP: Where did the album title, All Systems Go, 
come from? 

VV: It's a long story. Back when | left Kiss, | really 
had a lot of negative things going through my 
mind. It had been drilled into me that | was no 
good and that | had no talent. | was waking up in 
the middle of the night thinking that | was dying. 
It was a very scary period in my life. | actually 
had a nervous breakdown and had to check into 
a hospital. That-was only a couple of years ago. 
To see where we are today and compare it to 
back then made me realize that for me, and for 
this band, all systems are go. We're ready to 
really take off. 


HP: What made you decide to change your 
image so drastically? 

VV: You've got to realize that | was coming off of 
my breakdown when | first got this band together 
and went in to record our first album. | think | was 
searching for a direction back then. | was living 
in L.A., and the whole glam trip was really 
happening at that time, and | wanted to be part 
of it. The look | had at the beginning of the last 
tour — with the pink guitar, the makeup and the 
hair — was an outgrowth of that. But then we 
were on the road with Iron Maiden for four 
months, and during that time | realized that glam 
and metal just don't mix. That's when we 


decided to go out with our hair flattened down. 


and have the fans concentrate on the music just 
as much as the stage show. We're still gonna put 
on a great stage show — it's impossible to 
spend time in Kiss and not want to blow people 
away onstage — but our look is much more 
subdued this time. 


HP: Over the years, the Invasion has gotten a 
reputation as one of rock's most sexist bands. As 
an example, you tried to hire an all-female road 
crew last year. Has that attitude changed along 
with your image? 

VV: Well, let's just say we still like women. The 
thing with the road crew wasn't sexist at all. We 
just always felt that women could work on the 
road just as well as men could. The trouble was 
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Vinnie Vincent: “When | left Kiss | actually had a nervous breakdown.” 


we only found two women out of thousands of 
entrants who really were qualified to go on the 
road from a technical point of view. But | don't 
think we're any more sexist than most bands. We 
have a lot of female fans and we're very proud of 
that. But we feel we have something for everybody. 


HP: Let's get back to the album. Are there any 
songs on the record that you're particularly 
proud of? 

VV: There are some very strong tracks on the 
album, and to me the key word is diversity. We 
have three ballads on the record, and the rest of 
the album just rocks your ass off. Even the 
ballads build like some of the classic rock songs. 
They don't stay soft all the way through. One of 
my favorite tracks at the moment is the song Let 
Freedom Rock. \t tells about what's going on in 
Goshen, Indiana, where a woman who's putting 
out a small rock magazine has been threatened 


by the community. We were there last year 
and got caught up in the same situation. Those 
people view rock and roll as some incredible 
menace to society. We've always believed that 
rock and roll is just supposed to be fun, and 
those people want to take our fun away. That's 
why we proudly say, Let Freedom Rock. 


HP: What are your tour plans at the moment? 
VV: We're lucky in that a number of great tours 
are heading out right now, and we've been 
fortunate in our dealings with those headliners. 
At the moment, we have a couple of very 
attractive options, and we'll make our decision 
soon. We had a great time as an opening act last 
time, and we'd like to headline our own tour 
before the year is out. But we're not that anxious 
to rush things. We've learned just to take 
everything as it comes and enjoy it. To me, that's 
real success. 
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Don Dokken — calm and cool in his black leather 
and shades. George Lynch — fire and ice with his 
faster-than-light guitar licks. Mick Brown — the 
“wild man” drummer trapped in a “cage”. Jeff Pilson 
— hyperkinetic, bouncing about the stage while 
never missing a beat on his bass. Together they form 
Dokken, a band that has emerged as one of the 
most exciting live acts to hit the rock scene in quite a 
while. While touring the country over the last few 
months, supporting their latest LP, Back For The 
Attack, they've garnered an ever-increasing legion 
of supporters who feel that Dokken may well be the 
next big “breakthrough” band on the metal scene. 
Don Dokken, for one, isn't about to argue with that.

The Boys Look Forward To A 
Vacation As Girls, Girls, Girls 
Tour Grinds To A Halt. 


When Motley Crue first graced the pages of Hit Parader 
in 1983, it was as a pick-hit selection which displayed 
them as an up-and-coming band. The prediction was quite 
obviously accurate; five years later, the Crue's leather ‘n 
metal images are routinely plastered across the covers, 
centerfolds and pages of every major rock magazine in the 
universe. 

What's kept them going strong since their initial 
shocking emergence? Their steady touring and constant 
self-modification may be the answer. Recently, we got 
together with bassist/songwriter Nikki Sixx, who revealed 
some of the ‘Motley Crue Methods Of Madness” both on 
and off the road. 


Hit Parader: As a successful rock band, you often travel by plane or limo 
and stay in sumptuous hotels. Are you ever concerned that you might be 
falling out of touch with the kids? 

Nikki Sixx: Not at all! | talk to the kids all the time and I'm real honest 
with them. The other day, these kids were in the hotel lobby waiting to 
meet us. | told them “Look, the other guys are sleeping. They were rockin’ 
pretty late last night. So if you knock on their doors and you get your butts 
chewed out, don't start whining to me.” The kids were like, “Oh, cool, 
man. When can we come back?" | said, “Come back at two o'clock.’ They 
came back at two o'clock and the rest of the guys were up and everyone 
was rapping with the kids and it was cool, you know? That's the kind of 
relationship | dig having with the kids. It’s like I'm just a fuckin’ ‘nother 
guy. 


HP: What about when people come backstage at one of your shows? Do 
you feel like that’s an invasion of your privacy or do you welcome the 
visits? 
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NS: Sometimes it’s better not to come backstage, ‘cause it’s not all it’s 
cracked up to be. Rock and rollers get colds and hangovers and get 
bummed out like regular people do. But no one ever expects to see a 
downside. That's why I'd rather spend an extra five minutes with the kids 
just talking to them one-on-one, ‘cause then they walk away and they go, 
“Wow! He's even coo/er than | thought!’’, instead of their getting a 
glimpse of reality backstage and then walking off and going. ‘Oh, he's 
kinda boring.” 


HP: What about when you're in a club and you want a little privacy? 
NS: Well, if I'm at a club and somebody wants to talk with me, | just let 
them know I'm not gonna pull a star trip and run away from them. That's 
the worst thing | can do — run the other way. If | just stay there and talk 
to them, they relax and everyone's happy. 


HP: When do you resent intrusions? 
NS: When I'm at home or when people talk about things that aren't their 
business and they don't have all the facts. 


HP: Like your recent stay in the hospital? 

NS: Well, yeah. I've never said my lifestyle’s for everyone. I've always done 
exactly what I've wanted — not what people expected me to do. There's 
a public Nikki and a private Nikki and there's a big line between the two. 
I'd really like to keep it that way.

HP: When you find time to listen to other music besides your own, does it 
influence your writing? 

NS: It’s strange, ‘cause | can't tell Tony Bennett from Frank Sinatra and 
some of that weird classical shit reminds me of punk on speed! But | /ove 
country music! | was practically force-feeding Tommy country-mixed blues 
— old Rolling Stones stuff — ‘cause Tommy just does not dig country & 
western music. And he was going, “Wow! | do understand how country 
has influenced rock and roll.’ All forms of music influence rock and roll. 
You don't have to get down there and play shit-kicking music to 
appreciate it, but you can definitely pick out some cool ideas from it and 
put it into your framework. 


HP: Did you ever learn to read music? 

NS: No. | have a hard enough time just learning how to read! (laughing) 
No, it’s just that I'm too impatient. People that | know who read music tell 
me it tends to hamper them, because if you're just playing a straight D 
across the board with a moving riff around it, it doesn't always make 
sense to look at it on paper. 


HP: You've become associated with fast cars, fast bikes and fast women 
over the years. Do you harbor a passion for speeding? 

NS: | got a ticket for driving without a driver's license and speeding and 
running a red light, so | guess | won't be driving for a few years. | also got 
pulled over doing, like, 105 in my Corvette. | was coming back from 
Mexico with Vanity before we split and the cop pulled us over and he was 
fuckin’ freaking. And Vanity goes [in a feminine voice], “Ummm, officer...” 
and the cop’s like, “Oh! Aren't you Vanity?” {'m thinking, “This is fuckin’ 
nice. Girls can get away with that.” I'm tellin’ ya! He let me go, but | was 
thinking, ‘Now, if she wasn’t in the car, | would be in jail again.’ I'm sick 
of jail! 


HP: What was the last time you had a brush with the law? 

NS: Probably when | was riding my motorcycle. We were playing a gig in 
Los Angeles and | was riding around the parking lot on my bike and a cop 
pulled me over and wanted to arrest me. | almost missed the gig, except 
my manager talked the cop out of arresting me. There are other things 
that go on that are pretty sick. Especially when I'm with Tommy. A few 
times, we've been in liquor stores and I'll be watching and he'll steal 
fuckin’ candy bars! We'll get outside and he'll go, “Lookit! | stole this!” I'm 
thinking, “God! This guy could buy the liquor store and he won't buy a 
20-cent bar of candy!” It's pretty sick what people do for thrills.O

Power Rockers 

Strut Their Stuff On 
Pleasures Of The Flesh.

Once every couple of years, a band 
comes along that seems to catch the 
mind and imagination of the rock and 
roll masses. It doesn’t matter if they 
tread the heaviest of rock lines like 
Metallica or take a more commercial 
course such as Bon Jovi; each band has 
a distinctive flair that separates them 
from their compatriots. Today, those in 
the know insist that Exodus is about to 
join that elite group of acts who can 
elicit immediate audience response by 
the mere mention of their name. 

With the release of their second LP, 
Pleasures Of The Flesh, this San 
Francisco-based power metal unit has 
shown they have the credentials to 
make them one of the genre’s most 
exciting and inventive units. Guitarists 
Gary Holt and Rick Hunolt, drummer 
Tom Hunting, bassist Rob McKillop and 
new vocalist Steve (Zetro) Sousa have 
combined the fierce musical attack of 
thrash metal with a surprising degree of 
subtlety and imagination. The results, as 
shown on such numbers as Chem/-Kill 
and Seeds Of Hate, represent a band 
with a metal heart and a social 
consciousness. 

“Our first album, Bonded By 
Blood, was really kind of conventional 
in that it had a lot of songs about death 
and the devil,” Holt explained. “We 
were one of the first bands to get into 
those subjects back then, but today 
everyone's doing it and we knew it was 
time to move on. That’s why on 
Pleasures Of The Flesh we started 
writing about much more topical things. 
Chemi-Kill is about all the toxic waste 
that’s being dumped on us, while Seeds 
Of Hate is an anti-terrorist song. Neither 
of those are what has become known 
as the ‘black metal’ vein, yet they're 
both kind of nasty — which is the way 
we like ‘em.” 

Exodus has good reason to feel nasty 
these days, following a three-year 
period during which the band almost 
came to an end. Formed back in 1982 by 
Hunting and current Metallica guitarist 
Kirk Hammett, Exodus went through a 
number of lineup changes before 
recording their first LP, Bonded By 
Blood, in 1984. That record made an 
immediate impact on the then-fledgling 
power metal scene, establishing Exodus 
as one of the most eloquent spokesmen 
in the death, doom and destruction 
derby. But following that initial success, 
things became rather difficult for these 
Bay Area bashers. 

“The label we were on for the first 


album just didn’t support us at all,”” Holt 
said. “We were out there trying to get 
some decent tour dates and the record 
company people were just sitting on 
their asses. It became a real bad 
situation. We almost considered 
throwing in the towel and saying, ‘You 
win, we give up.’ But we stuck to our 
guns, changed labels, and made a big 
change in our vocalist. Then when we 
had everything in order — including our 
own heads — we went into the studio 
and killed.” 

As Holt indicated, Exodus’ fortunes 
changed when the band hired Steve 
(Zetro) Sousa just prior to the recording 
of Pleasures. Previously, the group had 
depended on the often-unpredictable 
Paul Bailoff to be their frontman, but 
when Bailoff showed up at one too 
many shows with a hangover, the band 
knew something drastic had to be done. 

“Bailoff had his fans, and he’s a real 
nice guy,” Holt said. “He may not be in 
the band anymore, but we're still all 
friends. We wish him the best in 
whatever he does next, but we're real 
happy having Zetro with us. He’s a 
better singer than Paul, and his attitude 
is much more professional. Bailoff would 
show up at gigs drunk on his ass, and 
then he'd sing like shit. When you're 
looking for a record contract — as we 
were at the time — you can't afford to 
put up with shit like that.” 

“| used to be in Legacy,” Sousa added. 
“They're Known as Testament now, and 
they have a record out on Megaforce. 
Exodus and Legacy used to play a lot of 
the same clubs in San Francisco, so we 
all knew each other pretty well. | always 
really admired Exodus, and when they 
asked me to join, there was no way | 
was going to say no. This is a band 
that’s really gonna go a long way.” 

Ironically, despite their success and 
their obvious fan support, when Exodus 
was shopping for labels prior to the 
recording of their latest album, none of 
the big companies wanted anything to 
do with them. Since Exodus’ members 
had heard all that “next big thing” talk, 
they couldn't understand why labels 
who were gobbling up less talented 
power metal bands were leaving them 


out in the cold. 
“The fact is that we did talk toa 


number of the major labels,” Holt said. 
“Some of them were real interested, but 
then they’d turn around and ask us to 
tone this down or change that. We 
didn’t want to hear any of that shit. 
Then Combat came along with an offer 
that was just as good as anything we 
were getting from the majors. They 
signed us for two albums, but we have 
a buyout clause after Pleasures Of The 
_ Flesh, so we think we're playing it 
smart. We're like free agents who can 
go to the highest bidder if this record 
does as well as everyone thinks it will. 
We'll end up on a major label eventually, 
even if it does take a little more time.” 
One of the ways the band hopes to 


attract the major labels to their door is 
by showcasing their talents on the 
American tour trail throughout 1988. 
Whether they choose to headline their 
own club tour or are lucky enough to 
land an opening act arena slot, Exodus 
know that their live shows may well be 
the key to their future success. 

“Having had Kirk Hammett in the 
band and then seeing him go on to big 
success with Metallica has really inspired 
us,” Holt said. “I think we'll be just as 
big as Metallica soon, and we owe them 
many thanks for opening up a lot of

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doors for us. They were the first power 
metal band to land an opening act 
arena slot when they played with Ozzy 
Osbourne a few years ago. We'd like to 
do the same thing if the chance comes. 
But if we don't get to play the arenas 
this time, that’s okay. We'll do whatever 
we have to do to make it — except sell 
Out Our musical beliefs. | know 
Metallica's attitude was always, ‘Hey, if 
we make it, we make it.’ We have a lot 
more conviction. Our attitude is that 
we've got to make it — or at least die 
trying.”

Teutonic Terrors Gear Up 
For First Tour In Three 
Years With Savage 
Amusement.

Rock and roll is a medium filled with danger. 
To most fans, the rock world seems like nothing 
more than fun and games with both bands and 
their supporters looking for the ultimate good 
time. But for some groups, treacherous land 
mines lie out there just waiting to be stepped 
upon. Who knows when a band will make that 
one miscalculation that will lead to their 
untimely fall from grace? Some, like Def Leppard 
and Whitesnake, have managed to deftly 
sidestep potential disaster. Others, such as 
Quiet Riot and Billy Squier, are still wondering 
what hit them. For the Scorpions, the months 
ahead will tell if their gamble of taking three 
years between studio releases will result in their 
expulsion from the rock hierarchy or their quick 
reascension up the metal ladder. It's a question 
that band members Klaus Meine (vocals) Rudolf 
Schenker (guitar), Herman Rarebell (drums), 
Matthias Jabs (guitar) and Francis Buchholz 
(bass) are patiently waiting to have answered. 

“We aren't concerned about how the fans will 
accept Savage Amusement,” Meine explained. 
“We've been recording albums for a long time, 
and we know that if we make a good record, it 
will be successful. If we don’t, then it will not sell 
many copies. We have a great deal of confidence 
in this record because we know it is good. We 
worked very hard for a very long time to make 
this the best album the Scorpions have ever 
made. That's why we don’t think taking as much 
time as we did was a gamble. Our fans are loyal 
to us because they know we make very good 
music. Those kind of fans don't go away no 
matter how long a band takes between records. 

“We are very encouraged to see how well 
hard rock is doing all around the world,” 
Schenker added. “The influence that the 
Scorpions have had on many bands has 
increased the number of fans for them and it's 
kept the fans hungry for us. There was a time 
when we were one of the only heavy metal bands 
around. That's when you can be concerned about 
people forgetting you. But with bands like 
Whitesnake, Def Leppard and Bon Jovi keeping 
hard rock alive, | know that Savage Amusement 
will be our most successful album ever.” 

For the group’s latest vinyl venture to be their 
most commercially successful LP, it will have to 
do some fancy dancing on the album sales 
charts. After all, such previous group efforts as 
Blackout, Love At First Sting and World Wide 
Live have averaged sales of over two million 
units each, a statistic that makes the Scorps one 
of the decade’s most successful rock and roll 
bands. But despite the lengthy period during 
which this German quintet polished their tracks 
to near-perfection, they feel certain there will be 
no stopping the Scorpions steamroller in 1988. 

“We've been recording for 15 years, but this 
is still a very, very important album for us,” 


Meine said. ‘In fact, we are at a very critical 
point in our career. We have to prove that the 
Scorpions are still one step ahead of all the 
‘young bands who have emerged over the last 
few years. This is a business that can chew 
bands up and spit them out in a hurry, and we've 
always been survivors. But we've become used 
to being champions as well, and we're very 
determined to stay there. 

“When we left the studio after we had 
finished this album, we had one of the most 
satisfied feelings of our lives,” he added. “We 
felt not only had we recorded a great album, we 
had also remained true to what the Scorpions 
are all about. We didn’t take any shortcuts to try 
and have a big hit single. We recorded music 
that we liked, and believe me, we rejected many, 
many songs to get to the ones that finally made 
it onto the record.” 

Judging by the acceptance afforded new 
tracks like Rhythm Of Love and Don’t Stop At The 
Top, it seems that the Scorps have once again 
managed to meld their unique hard rock stylings 
with just enough commercial punch to yield 
another multi-platinum platter. Though the 
record does little to expand the Scorps’ roster of 
musical styles (in fact, in places its style is 
treacherously close to the sound of the group's 
earlier LPs), the band has proven once again 
they are masters at giving their fans exactly 
what they expect. 

“Believe it or not, we make the music for 
ourselves,” Schenker insisted. “We think we 
know what is best for the Scorpions at all times. 
That attitude may bother our record company or 
our managers, but it’s one of the best benefits of 
having been successful. When you have a history 
of success, people start to believe that you may 
really know more than they do when it comes to 
your own band. | never say I'm an expert on 
anything except one thing — and that's the 
Scorpions.” 

Now, however, the Scorps find they must shift 
gears and get themselves prepared for what 
looks like at least a solid year on the road. With 
their tour already scheduled to hit South 
America and the Orient, as well as the Monsters 
Of Rock Festivals on this side of the Atlantic, 
these Teutonic Terrors have to leave the serenity 
of their lives in Hannover, Germany, and prepare 
for the nonstop pressures of the road. Though 
the band swears that going on tour is their 
favorite hobby — a fact documented on their hit 
song, Coming Home — since all the band 
members are now family men, one must wonder 
if packing up and leaving the wives and kids 
behind doesn't become harder each time. 

“Our families understand that at times the 
band is our top priority,” Meine stated. “They 
may not like that, but they've learned to accept 
it. | love being at home with my family, but | love 
being on the road and seeing all the fans as well. 
I've always believed that having a good home 
life keeps my attitude towards the band and 
touring fresh, while going on the road makes me 
love my wife and child that much more. Each side 
of my life lets me get a perspective on the other. 
But right now, | must say I'm very ready to get 
back on the road. We played six shows in Europe 
back in 1986, and that really whetted our 
appetites. It's been a very long 18 months for us 
since we came off stage.” 

“People laugh when we tell them that the 
song Coming Home is about touring,’ Schenker 


added. “They can't believe we like it so much. 
But it's true. Getting the band all together and 
touring the world is a great deal of fun. And 
getting onstage each night is really like coming 
home — it’s where we really belong. | know that 
the band’s attitude towards touring and the fans 


hasn't changed over the last three years. We 
only hope the fans’ attitude towards us hasn't 
changed either.” 0

Lita Ford is a tough lady to figure out. On the 
surface, it would seem that this 28-year-old Los 
Angelean has all the ingredients needed for 
stardom — she’s talented, attractive, intelligent 
and can rock with the best of ‘em. But throughout 
her decade-long career — which dates back to 
the notorious teen-queen band, the Runaways 
— lovely Lita has failed to grasp the gold ring of 
stardom. Perhaps now, however, with the 
release of her first LP in over two years — 
simply entitled Lita — rock's metal queen will 
finally find that elusive path to the top of the rock 
mountain. 

“lm ready for some big-time success, that's 
for sure,’ Ford stated. “I've worked a long time 
in this business, and I'm not at all ashamed to 
say that | expect some big things from this 
album. It's got the best songs I've ever had ona 
record, and | got some great help on the material 
from some very illustrious friends. It's also my 
first release for a new record label, so I'd like to 
get that relationship off to a real good start.’ 

Among the stellar sidekicks who have aided 
Lita on her latest vinyl venture are Ozzy 
Osbourne, Nikki Sixx and Motorhead’s infamous 
Lemmy. Sixx co-wrote Falling /n And Out Of Love 
with Lita (the pair, by the way, were rumored to 
be quite an item a few years back), and both 
Lemmy and the 0z make guest appearances on 
the album. 

“Yeah, it's great having friends in high 
places,” Lita laughed. “Working with Nikki was 
great fun. We got together about a year ago 
when Motley was recording Girls, Girls, Girls, 
and we just found ourselves at a piano in the 
recording studio where they were working. We 
started fooling around with some song ideas, 
and after a while | just turned to Nikki and said, 
‘Hey, this is great, | want it for my album.’ | don't 
think he thought that much of the song back 
then, but he’s so brilliant that he sometimes 
doesn't give himself enough credit. | know I'm 
thrilled with the way the tune came out. 


“As far as Ozzy and Lemmy go, they're just 
good friends whose help | always welcome,” 
Ford added. “Lemmy and | did Can’t Catch Me,

which is a real hard rocking, wild song — but 
that’s about the only kind of number you'd 
expect Lemmy to do. Ozzy’s a lot like Nikki in that 
people have gotten so caught up in his image 
that they really don't appreciate how talented he 
is. He's a very warm, sensitive guy when he 
wants to be.” 

Another reason Lita was able to land such big- 
name guest stars on her album is that her 
manager now happens to be Ms. Sharon 
Osbourne — wife of a certain well-known metal 
madman. After years of dealing with people 
whom Lita felt were trying to take advantage of 
her, with Sharon at the helm, she now feels 
totally secure about herself and her career. 


“I’m a musician — not 
a female musician.” 


“| always had trouble with male managers, 
Lita said matter-of-factly. “They naturally 
treated a woman differently than they would a 
man, and that pissed me off. When I'm onstage 
or in the recording studio, I'm a musician, not a 
female musician. Offstage is a different story, 
but when I'm taking care of business | want to be 
treated like anyone else. Sharon understands 
that. She's one of the few women I've ever met 
who can handle herself like one of the guys, 
cursing and telling dirty jokes, yet always 
maintain a ladylike quality. She’s very special, 
and she knows what it takes to make somebody 
a success. That's what I’m counting on.” 

Those who have followed Ford's career over 
the years, know that she not only has a new 
manager and a new attitude these days, but a 
new image as well. Though she’s still the

strutting blonde bombshell — with a more 
outrageous hairstyle and costumes from the year 
2000 — Lita has decided to make sure nobody 
can miss taking note of her this time around. 

“It's hard to describe exactly the way | look 
onstage,’ she said. ‘Let's just say | think it's 
something that'll turn the guys on, and make the 
women take a second look too. I've tried to get 
away from the leather a bit — maybe to soften 
up my look a little. But there’s no doubt that what 
I'm doing is dirtier than before. It’s really cool. | 
want people to see my tattoos onstage, so the 
costumes will be off-the-shoulder and my hair 
will be all spiked up. It's a look most people are 
gonna have to check out for themselves to really 
appreciate.” 

Judging from Ford's words, she's obviously 
anxious to get back out on tour. It’s been well 
over a year since her last road venture, and with 
the new LP already showing strong sales results, 
she’s hoping to make 1988 her most successful 
touring year ever. There's even talk that if the 
timing is right, she may hit the big arenas 
opening for Ozzy Osbourne. 

“Yeah, that’s been discussed, especially 
between Sharon and me,” she said. ‘That would 
be incredible. | think | can put on a great show in 
an arena, and obviously I'd welcome the chance. 
But we'll just have to wait and see. It depends on 
when Ozzy's album comes out and how well mine 
does. But before | even think about playing 
arenas, I've got to make sure I've got a band that 
| feel confident can handle a situation like that. 
It's really hard putting together a good band in 
L.A. There are plenty of good musicians around, 
but everybody wants to be a star. You can't find 
a nice, simple rhythm guitar player. Everyone 
wants to play super-fast leads all the time. They 
don't realize that I'm still the guitar player in the 
band. If anyone's gonna be taking those leads, 
it's me. 

“But I'm sure we'll get everything together 
real soon and be out on the road by spring,” she 
said. ‘| can't wait. | live for touring. If | could, I'd 
get onstage every day of the year. People have 
made me out to be some sort of sex symbol over 
the years, and that’s fine with me. But the fact is 
that first and foremost I'm a musician, and | don't 
want anyone to ever forget that. Once they get a 
chance to hear the new album and see me 
onstage, | don't think they will.” O

Sabbath 


lOols Or 
lmpostors?é 


Legendary Unit Continues On Despite Internal Turmoil.

Black Sabbath has always been shrouded in mystery and intrigue. 
From their earliest days in 1969, this British unit thrilled at venturing 
into previously unexplored musical terrain, often wandering into the 
uncharted realm of black magic, satanism and the occult. But no 
mystery in Sabbath’s long and often glorious career can rival the simple 
fact of the group’s survival. It's now been a decade since original 
vocalist Terry ‘Geezer’ Butler and drummer Bill Ward followed a 
similar path out the door. Still, guitarist/mastermind Tony lommi has 
kept the Sabbath flame burning, going through a seemingly endless 
array of vocalists (including, at one time or another, Ronnie James Dio, 
Glenn Hughes, David Donato and Ray Gillen) to find current frontman 
Tony Martin for the band’s latest LP, The Eternal Idol. 

To say the least, the path lommi's had to follow to release this 
album is probably one of the most twisting roads in rock history. The 
fact is that work on The Eternal Idol was completed more than a year 
ago, but when vocalist Ray Gillen abruptly left Sabbath (due to what 
Gillen called ‘Tony's strange way of doing things’), it looked as if the 
band had finally reached the end of the line. But before anyone could 
say ‘‘witches at black masses’, lommi recruited Martin, recut the 
album's vocal tracks, and released the LP. 

“People want to keep burying Sabbath,” the enigmatic lommi stated. 
“| don't see why. We were there at the beginning of a musical form 
that has continued to flourish, and to my thinking, Sabbath can still play 
heavy metal better than anyone else on earth. | learned a long time ago 
that this band isn’t about the people who are in it at any given time; it's 
about feeling and attitude. Working with young, talented musicians who 
grew up listening to our albums has given this band an incredibly strong 
attitude at the moment.” 

Though lommi’s words can be taken at face-value, the truth is that 
Sabbath’s previous LP, The Seventh Star, was originally intended to be 
lommi's first solo venture. Even he had concluded that Sabbath’s 
incredible personnel shifts had irreparably damaged the band’s 
credibility, and a solo flight seemed a logical alternative. After all, 
hadn't Ozzy been able to jump right from Sabbath’s sinking ship to 
launch his own highly successful solo career? But when lommi 
approached executives at his record company about a solo album, he 
was shocked to be met by near-total apathy. He quickly realized that 
the Sabbath name was worth its weight in gold, and he had no problem 
quickly changing the byline on The Seventh Star from Tony lommi to 
Black Sabbath. 

“Many bands have gone through changes,” he explained. “But as 
long as I'm around, Sabbath’s musical direction will remain constant — 
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no matter who is in the band. At one time, | did consider a solo career, 
but | came to realize that Sabbath had the right to live. | would have 
felt strange playing some of our older hits if | wasn’t using the Sabbath 
name.” : 
While lommi’s conviction is certainly commendable, there are those 
— most notably Ozzy Osbourne — who seriously question lommi's right 
to plunder the Sabbath legacy. Though sleazier projects have 
unquestionably been undertaken in the world of rock and roll, some 
people have begun to question whether Sabbath has been kept alive for 
artistic reasons or merely for commercial gain. 

“| have my questions about what Tony's doing,” Osbourne said. “'! 
certainly have no personal problems with him anymore, but | do have a 
problem with a bunch of people getting together and calling themselves 
Black Sabbath. Hey, it wouldn't be right for me to pick up three 
musicians and go out calling ourselves the Beatles, would it? In my 
mind, Black Sabbath died in 1978, the day | walked out the door. But if 
Tony wants to keep making a go at it, that's his business.” 

Questions of principle aside, the simple fact is that The Eternal Idol 
is an album that Sabbath of any era would have been proud to make. 
Regardless of the potshots many have taken at lommi and Sabbath, the 
bottom line is that on cuts like 7he Shining, Glory Ride and Born To 
Lose Sabbath has created some of their most compelling music in 
years. With lommi’s signature guitar riffs leading the way, and Martin's 
Dio-esque vocals cutting through the rugged instrumental mix, The 
Eternal Idol proves that Sabbath have indeed been born again. 

“The album features some excellent material,’ lommi stated. ‘The 
fact is that when you listen to this record, you hear the classic Black 
Sabbath sound, but with newer, more modern elements as well. This is 
not a nostalgia band. Black Sabbath are as contemporary in 1988 as 
they were in 1971.” 

Despite the album's artistic success, questions remain about lommi's 
motivation in keeping the Sabbath metal machine rolling along. Would a 
man solely interested in music agree to take his band to play in 
apartheid-ridden South Africa? Would someone who states he is “just a 
musician” make incredible financial demands on concert promoters 
around the world? While no one will ever deny that rock and roll is big 
business, one must question what thoughts lurk behind lommi's 
notorious, sinister smile. 

“| enjoy playing music with Black Sabbath, and I'll go wherever in the 
world there is demand to see us play,” lommi said in regard to the 
South African gigs — which have virtually ostracized him from the 
British rock community. ‘There are music fans everywhere. | am not a 
politician — | am a musician. As long as | feel inspiration in my soul, | 
will continue proudly to be a member of Black Sabbath.” 0

Regular readers of /nstrumentally Speaking 
know that each item we do on a new instrument 
ends with the address of the manufacturer, so 
you can find out more information from them. 
But in this issue, we fave to give you the address 
of the manufacturer — because the manufac- 
turer in question is Carvin, and they do most of 
their business through mail-order. So you have 
to have the address to be able to get their stuff. 


And their stuff — guitars and amps — is well 
worth checking out. Take their two latest 
beauties, pictured here: the double neck and the 
5-string bass. 


The double neck comes in a variety of 
combinations: 6 and 12-string guitar (seen 
here), 6-string guitar and bass, or fretless or 5- 
string bass, or any combination of those. No 
matter what combo you go for, it has neck-thru-

body construction for better structural strength 
and sonic sustain, and in-line pegheads for 
easier tuning. The ebony fingerboards have 
mother-of-pearl dot inlays, or abalone block 
inlays. Two jacks allow both necks to be played 
through one jack. Hardware choices include 
chrome, black-chrome, or gold-plated. There are 
thirteen color choices. That's one heck of a lot of 
options. 

Meanwhile, on the 6 and 12-string guitar 
double neck shown here, the 12-string side has 
two Carvin hill stacked single-coil humbucking 
pickups, while the 6-string side has a hill single- 
coil stack by the neck and an M22SD humbucker 
by the bridge. And on the 6-string neck you get 
a choice of standard bridge, or Floyd Rose or 
Kahler pro locking/finetuning tremolo bridge. 
List prices start at $1099, which isn’t cheap, but 
isn't outrageous for an axe this nice, either. 


Meanwhile, to give you an idea of what you'|| 
get on the 5-string bass neck should you order 
that on your double neck, the new Carvin LB75 5- 
string bass — the one that comes by itself — 
has a 24-fret ebony fingerboard with 24-inch 
scale, on a neck that runs through the entire 
length of the body and which is just under 2 
inches wide at the nut and just over 2 and a half 
inches wide at the heel. Electronics include two 
H13B stacked single-coil humbucking pickups, 
two volume and two tone knobs, coil-tap 
switching to go from dual to single-coil sound, a 
phase switch for further sonic variety, and stereo 
wiring to boot. Chrome hardware is standard, 
with black-chrome or gold-plated hardware 
optional. The LB75 is available with Kahler pro 
tremolo bridge, and you can get it with a fretless 
neck as well. As in the double neck, 13 color 
choices are available. List price is only $599, 
which is great for a bass this nice. 

Truly, with these two axes Carvin shows that 
variety of sound — as well as their usual quality 
and fair pricing — is the spice of life.
